Dr.  William  K.  Selden,  executive 
secretary  of  the  National  Commission 
on  Accrediting,  made  the  commence- 
ment address. 

The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  de- 
livered by  the  Reverend  Edward  W. 
Meury  on  Sunday,  June  8,  at  the  Wel- 
lesley Congregational  Church. 

"No  Deposit  — No  Return” 

Mr.  Meury,  who  is  minister  of  the 
church,  told  students  the  words  in  the 
title  of  his  talk  "No  Deposit  — No 
Return”  should  be  posted  along  "three 
roads  where  some  of  you  may  walk.” 
These  roads,  he  said,  were  marriage,  a 
career,  and  spiritual  life.

PRESIDENTS 
DESK 


President  and  Mrs.  Fer- 
ry cultivate  a taste  for 
Spanish  fare  at  the  fies- 
ta dinner  given  by  the 
Spanish  Club. 


The  big  news  of  the  moment  is 
that  we  expect  one  of  the  largest 
enrollments  in  the  history  of  the  col- 
lege this  fall.  We  have  had  an  un- 
precedented number  of  applications 
this  year,  and  quality  has  been  high. 

Like  other  colleges,  we  have  been 
plagued  with  a very  high  percentage 
of  those  who  won’t  take  "yes”  for  an 
answer,  who  have  applied  at  several 
colleges  and  who  take  their  time  in 
making  up  their  minds.  About  half 
of  those  we  accepted  ended  up  at  other 
institutions. 

Life  in  the  Admissions  Office  has 
been  far  from  monotonous,  and  we  are 
delighted  with  the  looks  of  the  in- 
coming class.  We  expect  it  to  include 
about  180  girls,  and  it  may  prove 
larger  than  any  entering  class  of  the 
past.  (The  nearest  approach  was  177 
in  the  fall  of  1941,  when  the  whole 
student  body  totaled  271  — just  about 
this  year's  expected  total.) 

Best  of  all,  the  freshman  class 
should  prove  a good  one.  The  scholas- 
tic aptitude  average  at  this  moment 
just  about  matches  that  of  last  fall, 
when  an  excellent  class  entered. 

Retirement  for  Some  Faculty  Members 

Commencement  is  always  a time  of 
partings,  and  we  faced  the  usual  num- 
ber this  year.  Several  members  of  the 
staff  have  reached  the  age  where  retire- 
ment is  automatically  required  by  col- 
lege policy,  and  we  mark  their  leaving 
with  much  regret. 

In  this  category  fall  four  house 
heads  — Mrs.  Harlow,  Miss  Roche, 
Mrs.  Stobaeus,  and  Mrs.  White  (who 
was  also  a teacher  for  some  years). 
Mrs.  Ilsley’s  retirement  has  already 
been  announced.  Also,  Mrs.  Leonard 
has  retired  to  Hanover,  New  Hamp- 
shire, after  a splendid  service  to  the 
college  in  reorganizing  the  residence 
office. 

Mrs.  Mahaney  has  moved  to  a posi- 
tion at  Dana  Hall,  as  has  Mrs.  Mason. 
Dr.  Clemence  and  Mrs.  Payne,  part- 
time  teachers,  will  not  be  with  us  next 
year  since  the  program  does  not  re- 
quire their  services.  Mary  Ann  Gif- 
ford, ’53,  who  served  as  a part-time 
field  representative  for  us  in  the  Texas 
area,  has  come  to  the  end  of  her  as- 
signment. Susan  S.  Young,  ’56,  will 
be  helping  in  this  capacity  in  1958-59- 
To  all  of  the  departing  people  Pine 
Manor  is  grateful. 


William  E.  Bridges,  who  takes  on 
the  position  as  director  of  admissions 
this  summer,  brings  unusual  personal 
qualifications  for  his  many  duties.  He 
made  a splendid  academic  record  at 
Harvard  and  Columbia  that  will  help 
him  in  teaching  and  in  understanding 
the  unique  problems  of  our  liberal  arts 
program.  His  father  is  Dr.  Ronald 
Bridges,  a distinguished  clergyman  of 
Sanford,  Maine,  who  is  probably 
known  to  many  of  you.  His  warmth 
of  manner  and  sense  of  humor  should 
serve  him  well  in  dealing  with  young 
women  interested  in  Pine  Manor. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Bridges  is 
of  major  importance  to  the  college,  for 
as  we  now  face  the  heavy  surge  of  in- 
creasing numbers  it  will  be  more  and 
more  difficult  to  be  fair  to  everyone 
in  admissions  decisions.  If  you  have 
daughters  of  your  own  don’t  hesitate 
to  write  to  him  about  them,  for  alum- 
nae daughters  will  always  be  of  par- 
ticular interest  to  us. 

Some  Change  in  Duties 

There  are  some  changes  in  duties 
for  fall  that  may  interest  you.  Eleanor 
C.  Romig,  after  fine  work  as  dean  of 
students,  becomes  dean  of  the  college. 
Dr.  Madeline  F.  Crawford,  for  two 
years  dean  of  the  faculty,  now  returns 
to  her  full-time  duties  as  head  of  the 
science  department.  Primarily  a very 
able  teacher,  Mrs.  Crawford  took  on 
the  interim  administrative  assignment 
with  reluctance,  but  made  a very  great 
contribution  to  Pine  Manor. 

Mrs.  Rachel  C.  Chaffey,  active  as 
part-time  counselor  last  year,  assumes 
full-time  duties  in  this  capacity  in  Sep- 
tember. Miss  Mary  Gegerias,  acting 
head  of  the  French  department,  now 
becomes  head. 

Mr.  Rodman  Henry,  registrar  since 
1956,  has  done  such  a complete  job  of 
organizing  this  work  that  it  is  now 
possible  to  turn  it  over  to  Elizabeth 
Vanderbilt,  ’53,  assistant  to  the  direc- 
tor of  admissions,  to  handle  as  a part- 
time  assignment. 

Mr.  Henry  returns  to  full-time 
teaching  in  the  art  history  field.  Mrs. 
Jewett,  Dr.  Zigler,  and  Mrs.  Mc- 
Donough, part-time  instructors  for  sev- 
eral years,  assume  full-time  duties  in 
the  fall. 

The  new  residence  plan  calls  for 
certain  "area  heads”  who  will  carry

members  of  the  staff  who  will  take  on 
these  duties  are  Mrs.  Naomi  B.  Orth 
and  Mrs.  Helen  J.  Scovell,  known  to 
many  alumnae  as  house  heads. 

Reading  Program  Recommended 

One  of  the  most  important  innova- 
tions to  go  into  effect  next  year  will  be 
the  addition  of  a program  to  increase 
reading  comprehension  in  young  wom- 
en who  have  shown  a lack  of  it.  Many 
of  you  have  read  such  articles  as  "Why 
Johnny  Can’t  Read,”  and  perhaps  some 
of  you  have  been  troubled  by  weak- 
nesses in  your  own  children.  Such 
handicaps  are  fearful  enough  at  the 
secondary  level,  but  in  college  they  are 
truly  crippling.  For  some  years  we 
have  tried  to  rectify  them  by  special 
programs  in  reading  and  writing,  but 
helpful  as  such  programs  are,  we  have 
not  been  fully  satisfied  with  them. 

Now  we  are  bringing  in  representa- 
tives of  Reading  Services  of  Pleasant- 
ville,  New  York,  to  offer  a seven 
weeks’  series  of  classes  starting  in  late 
October.  Parents  will  be  asked  to  carry 
the  cost  (at  about  $110  per  person), 
and  enrollment  will  be  recommended 
rather  than  reejuired. 

At  the  Senior  Banquet  held  at  the  Wellesley 


Our  expectation  is  that  students  who 
really  apply  themselves  will  become 
able  to  read  difficult  texts  with  con- 
siderably increased  speed  and  under- 
standing. This  should,  in  turn,  be  re- 
flected in  higher  accomplishment  in 
academic  courses.  Apparently,  we  are 
the  first  junior  college  to  try  this  plan, 
and  we  hope  that  it  will  prove  a pat- 
tern for  others  to  follow. 

Fund  Response  is  Generous 
It  would  be  improper  for  me  not  to 
comment  this  summer  on  the  1957-58 
Alumnae  Fund.  Your  response  has 
been  unprecedentedly  generous.  Not 
only  have  you  given  money,  but  the 
percentage  of  giving  indicates  loyalty 
to  your  alma  mater  that  is  noteworthy 
among  junior  college  alumnae. 

The  Fund,  now  starting  its  third 
year,  is  a relative  infant  among  such 
college  enterprises.  Your  response  so 
far  predicts  a type  of  future  generosity 
that  will  prove  invaluable  to  Pine 
Manor,  for  living  endowments  are  es- 
sentials in  the  financing  of  colleges 
today  in  view  of  ever-rising  costs. 

More  than  that,  it  indicates  your 
interest  in  what  we  of  the  faculty  are 
trying  to  do  here,  and  your  belief  in  us.

The 
numbers  of  young  people  hoping  to 
enter  the  new  program  established  by 
the  faculty  last  fall  assures  its  value 
and  its  popularity.  More  and  more 
often  we  have  a chance  to  meet  your 
daughters  and  to  find  places  for  them 
in  your  college. 

Your  contributions  through  the 
Alumnae  Council,  as  alumnae  inter- 
viewers, class  agents,  and  class  secre- 
taries, and  your  drawing  the  attention 
of  able  young  people  to  the  college 
are  of  great  service,  and  they  have 
done  much  to  make  these  first  few 
months  stimulating  ones  for  us  both. 

We  have  met  many  of  you;  we 
should  like  to  meet  more.  Come  back 
to  the  campus  when  opportunity  per- 
mits; you  will  always  be  welcome.

During  this  past  year  there  has 
been  more  public  discussion, 
more  written  in  the  magazines  and 
newspapers,  more  said  over  the  radio 
and  television  about  the  faults  and 
deficiencies  of  our  educational  system 
than  in  any  previous  period  in  the 
history  of  this  country.  When  the 
various  speeches  delivered  from  com- 
mencement platforms  this  June  have 
been  reviewed,  the  topic  of  education 
itself  will  undoubtedly  lead  the  list. 
Despite  this  plethora  of  talk  I cannot 
refrain  from  adding  my  comments  to 
the  hundreds  of  others  who  are  ex- 
pounding this  same  subject. 

Critical  Public  Condemns  Educators 

This  is  a period  of  soul  searching, 
which  in  turn  leads  to  a considerable 
amount  of  criticizing  and  public  con- 
demnation. Whenever  things  seem  to 
go  wrong  or  a crisis  develops  it  is  a 
human  tendency  to  blame  others.  If 
you  have  any  doubts  as  to  what  I mean 
let  me  read  a few  excerpts  from  a letter 
written  recently  to  the  editor  of  the 
New  York  Times-. 

"Since  it  has  become  apparent  that  our 
public  educational  system  is  failing  to 


provide  adequate  courses  in  basic  knowl- 
edge, particularly  in  subjects  essential  to 
careers  in  engineering  and  the  sciences, 
demands  are  coming  from  all  over  the 
nation  for  remedial  measures.  But  first 
we  should  understand  the  causes  of  this 
tragic  condition;  especially  that  it  does 
not  stem  from  the  traditional  education 
system  which  has  served  us  so  well  for 
generations.  It  is  a perversion  of  that 
system,  imposed  on  it  by  the  new  educa- 
tionists who  have  steadily  increased  their 
influence  during  the  last  three  decades  . . . 

"The  powerful  educational  hierarchy 
has  imposed  a program  so  unsuited  to 
our  Republic  that  it  could  end  only  in 
failure.  Millions  of  our  youth  have  not 
only  been  denied  the  basic  education  to 
which  they  are  entitled  but  have  been 
trained  under  policies  which  offered  no 
incentive  for  ability,  industry,  and  am- 
bitions . . . 

"Until  these  Progressive-New  Educa- 
tionists have  been  publicly  repudiated 
and  shorn  of  their  influence  in  our  com- 
munities we  can  hardly  expect  an  impor- 
tant change  in  public  attitude,  because  so 
few  people  understand  where  the  respon- 
sibility rests.  . . 

Admittedly  these  quotations  are  only 
part  of  the  letter.  There  is  much  in  it 
with  which  I would  agree.  Let  me 
quote  one  such  sentence  — "What  is 
needed  is  the  return  to  an  intellectual 
attitude  toward  public  school  education 


including  a respect  for  man’s  experi- 
ence through  the  ages,  a sense  of  true 
values,  and  a modicum  of  common 
sense.” 

On  the  other  hand,  this  author  who 
is  not  alone  in  so  doing,  does  a great 
disservice  by  attributing  such  influence 
to  the  "new  educationists”  and  their 
"progressivists’  theories.”  He  gives 
these  people,  and  he  has  named 
Dewey,  Kilpatrick,  Counts,  Rugg,  and 
Melby,  credit  for  much  too  much  in- 
fluence. By  these  accusations  he  and 
others  distract  attention  from  vitally 
influential  historical  developments. 

Social  Changes  Influenced  System 

In  our  current  dissatisfaction  with 
education  in  this  country  we  forget 
that  a century  ago  dissatisfaction  en- 
couraged the  creation  of  one  of  the 
greatest  educational  developments  of 
all  times.  I am  referring  to  the  Morrill 
Act  of  almost  a century  ago,  which 
authorized  and  supported  the  land- 
grant  college  movement.  The  classical 
curriculum  to  which  some  people  look 
back  over  their  shoulders  with  such 
wistful  nostalgia  was  not  then  meeting 
the  demands  of  increasingly  scientific

In  announcing  this  heart-warming 
response  to  the  third  annual  giving  appeal,  the  chairmen  of  the  Fund  voiced  the 
highest  praise  for  the  class  agents’  efforts  and  for  the  loyalty  of  the  alumnae  as  a 
whole. 

Statistic-wise,  the  figures  they  compiled  on  June  30  represent  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  almost  $6000  — this  in  a period  hardly  characterized  by  economic 
upturns !

farming  enterprises,  nor  of  a growing  in- 
dustrial society.  It  is  easily  forgotten 
that  the  old  classical  curriculum  con- 
tained practically  no  modern  foreign 
languages,  very  limited  science,  and  no 
history  of  the  Orient.  The  land-grant 
colleges  opened  the  doors  to  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  students,  broadened  the  sub- 
ject matter  and  broke  the  log  jam  of 
higher  education.  This  was  not  brought 
about  by  educationists  but  by  social 
changes  that  accompanied  the  develop- 
ment of  a large,  new,  expanding  nation. 

In  criticizing  the  freedom  permitted  to 
students  in  their  choice  of  courses  we 
tend  also  to  forget  that  this  movement 
was  started  in  the  1850's,  not  by  President 
Eliot  of  Harvard  but  by  President  Way- 


land  of  Brown  University,  at  a time  when 
the  latter  institution  was  not  attracting  a 
sufficient  number  of  students  to  meet  the 
bills  of  that  university.  The  same  old 
question  of  supply  and  demand  was  evi- 
dent then  just  as  it  was  in  the  recent 
1930  s when  students  who  could  pay  their 
bills,  and  many  who  could  not,  were  ad- 
mitted to  colleges  with  academic  require- 
ments waived.  In  time,  under  the  pres- 
sures both  from  secondary  school  teachers 
and  from  economic  need  for  students,  the 
colleges  formally  altered  their  entrance 
requirements  so  that  almost  any  secondary 
school  subject  met  the  admission  stand- 
ards of  some  college. 

Increased  Enrollment  Had  Its  Effect 

It  is  easy  to  assume  that  the  pressures 
from  secondary  school  teachers  to  which 
I have  just  referred  were  the  result  en- 
tirely of  the  progressive  theories  of  the 
new  educationists.  We  forget  that  child 
labor  laws  had  been  enacted  and  the  age 
for  compulsory  school  attendance  had 
been  raised  for  humanitarian  reasons  and, 
we  must  admit,  with  encouragement  from 
labor  unions  for  another  obvious  purpose, 
that  of  protection  of  jobs.  With  more 
students  attending  high  school,  and  a 
larger  percentage  of  them  not  academi- 
cally able  nor  intellectually  motivated, 
increasing  attention  had  to  be  given  by 
the  teachers  to  this  group,  proportionately 
few  of  whom  would  be  entering  college. 
The  old  classical  curriculum  of  the  col- 
leges was  not  preparing  the  high  school 
teachers  for  their  new  assignment,  and 
the  college  professors  were  neither  inter- 
ested in  nor  prepared  to  help  face  those 
issues.  With  few  exceptions  the  liberal 
arts  professors  simply  turned  their  backs 
on  the  problems.  Thank  goodness  there 
were  the  Deweys,  the  Kilpatricks,  and 
others  who  did  develop  some  ideas  to 
cope  with  those  new  educational  prob- 
lems, even  though,  unfortunately,  their 
emphasis  has  been  carried  too  far  — a 
situation  which  is  now  becoming  widely 
recognized. 

Programs  Were  Altered  by 
Popular  Demand 

As  the  less  qualified  and  the  less  intel- 
lectually interested  students  increased  in 
numbers,  various  programs  were  devel- 
oped to  meet  their  needs.  The  Smith- 
Hughes  Act,  enacted  forty  years  ago  by 
the  Federal  Government  with  definite 
encouragement  from  industry,  provided 
matching  funds  to  the  states  for  the  sup- 
port of  agricultural,  industrial,  and  ap- 
prentice type  courses  in  the  schools.  Life 
adjustment  courses  were  developed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  students  whose  parents 
were  not  adequately  nurturing  their  chil- 
dren for  democratic  and  social  respon- 
sibilities. 

Driver  training  courses  were  introduced 
for  the  definite  purpose  of  protecting 
society.  Physical  education  and  athletics, 
appropriate  in  moderation  for  all  stu- 
dents, became  over-emphasized  under  the 
leadership  of  our  colleges  and  universities 
as  the  public,  including  all  of  us,  derived 
emotional  satisfaction  in  seeing  children 
perform  and  our  school  teams  surpass 
others.  Public  attention  and  acclaim  has 
been  bestowed  on  those  who  have  ex- 
celled in  athletics  and  who,  in  too  many 
cases,  are  not  blessed  with  academic 
ability  or  intellectual  interests. 


All  of  these  developments  in  turn  have 
downgraded  the  really  true  purpose  of 
our  schools.  The  recently  publicized  ex- 
pulsion of  socially  delinquent  students 
from  the  New  York  City  Public  Schools 
focuses  attention  on  the  legal  require- 
ments by  which  our  schools  are  expected 
to  care  for  all  youth,  frequently  at  the 
expense  of  our  able  students. 

Education  Is  a Reflection  of  Society 

I could  continue  in  this  manner  but 
what  has  been  presented  should  be  suf- 
ficient to  indicate  that  our  educational 
pattern  is  not  developed  overnight  nor  is 
it  fashioned  by  the  theories  of  only  a few 
professors  of  education.  Our  educational 
system,  which  is  influenced  basically  by 
the  pattern  of  our  society,  by  our  mores, 
our  social  goals,  our  economic  ambitions, 
is  and  always  has  been  a reflection  of 
our  society.  To  many  of  us  there  is  no 
question  that  intellectual  accomplishment 
should  be  more  highly  valued  than  ath- 
letic ability,  not  denying  a place  to  the 
latter.  There  should  be  no  doubt,  although 
to  all  too  many  there  is  a doubt,  of  the 
value  of  studying  biochemistry,  foreign 
language,  or  moral  philosophy  compared 
to  baton  twirling,  fly  casting,  or  coeduca- 
tional cooking. 

But  in  a democracy  where  the  control 
of  our  schools  is  so  closely  tied  to  the 
local  communities,  where  the  votes  of 
all  the  people  have  their  influence  on 
public  funds,  it  takes  a national  crisis, 
a Sputnik,  to  place  our  true  educational 
needs  in  clear  perspective.  This  is  where 
we  — parents,  teachers,  graduating  sen- 
iors ■ — share  a responsibility  which  we 
cannot  shun  by  blaming  our  excesses  on 
a group  of  educational  theorists. 

We  must  boldly  face  the  national  issue 
for  which  people  on  all  sides  are  crying 
for  a solution.  The  basic  question  is  how 
to  have  masses  of  people  recognize  and 
accept  the  need  of  educating  larger  and 
larger  numbers  of  students,  many  of 
whom  are  not  academically  able  nor  in- 
tellectually receptive,  at  the  same  time 
as  we  audaciously  strengthen  and  improve 
the  educational  opportunities  of  our  po- 
tentially most  able  youth!  How  do  we 
accomplish  this  when  the  majority  of  us, 
the  present  and  future  voting  parents,  are 
not  and  never  will  be  parents  of  outstand- 
ing students? 

Let’s  Respect  the  Egghead 

Bill  Mauldin,  the  cartoonist  and  writer, 
has  said  that  "we're  going  to  get  into 
deeper  and  deeper  trouble  . . . until 
kids  learn  from  their  elders  to  respect  the 
man  who  carries  his  wealth  between  his 
ears  as  much  as  the  one  who  drives  it 
around  in  a glitter  of  chrome.”  To  this  I 
add  that  it  is  impossible  to  respect  the 
person  of  supposed  intelligence  who  de- 
claims against  present  conditions  on  the 
basis  of  incorrect  facts  and  inadequate 
perspective. 

Members  of  the  graduating  class  — you 
can  help  encourage  respect  for  intelli- 
gence, for  what  is  carried  between  the 
ears,  if  you  will  speak  out  for  improve- 
ments in  our  educational  system  only  after 
you  have  learned  the  facts  and  have 
exercised  judgment  on  those  facts.  Re- 
spect, admiration,  even  jealousy  for  intel- 
ligence, is  the  basic  need  of  this  nation 
for  the  further  improvement  of  our 
schools  and  colleges.
